gas), and in Scotland by meetings of justices. ‘The same 
authorities are to have the appointment of inspectors of 
meters, who are to be paid out of the county rate, and 
in boroughs out of any funds applicable for lighting 
purp ses; and, if no such fund, then out of the bo- 
rough fund (in the city of London out of the conso- 
lidated rate). Similar arrangements are made in the 
case of Ireland and Scotland. Inspectors are re- 
quired to furnish security, are subject to a fine not 
exceeding £5 for each breach of duty, and are prohibitea 
from repairin :, making, and selling meters of gas, and 
must hold ne --»pointment of any kind in any gas com- 
pany. Justis of the peace and the town council in bo- 
roughs to determine and appoint on what days, at what 
ours, and at what places the inspectors shall attend with 
their measuring apparatus within their respective juris- 
dictions. A trifling fee to be charged fur testing, &c., 
each meter—for meters of a small size it will be 6d.— 
such fee to be paid over to the treasurer of the county, 
or to such other person as shall be duly authorised by 
those by whom he may have been appointed ; no meter 
shall be stamped which shall be found to register, or be 
capable, by the increase or decrease of water, or by any 
other contrivance practically prevented in good meters, 
to register quantities ;varying from the true standard 
measure of gas more than 2 per cent. in favour of the 
seller, or 3 per cent. in favour of the consumer. ‘The 
only exception to this which is permitted is, where two 
contracting parties enter into a written agreement to 
adopt a different kind of meter. At the request and 
expense of any buyer or seller of gas, it shall be lawful 
for any inspector, authorised in writing under the 
hand of any justice of the peace in England 
or Ireland, or of any _ sheriff. justice or 
magistrate in Scotland, at all seasonable times to enter 
any building, yard, or other place where any meter, whe- 


| ther stamped or unstamped, is fixed, and to examine and 


test, and if necessary to remove the same. Before this 
can be done, however, it is necessary that the other 
party to the contract should have previously received 24 
hours’ notice in writing of such intention, In case of a 
disputed decision of inspectors, the point to be referred 
to two inspectors of adjoining districts. Persons ag- 
grieved may appeal to quarter sessions. After the 
expiration of 12 months from the passing of this Act no 
gas meter shall be fixed for use but what has been duly 
tested and stamped outside in legible letters or figures 
by an inspector of meters under the provisions of this 
Act, and every purchaser and seller of gas may at any 
time after the expiration of the said 12 months require 
any unstamped meter by which his gas is measured to 
be examined, tested, and if found correct, stamped, or he 
may at his own expense substitute a stamped meter in 
place of any such unstamped meter.” 
BRIBERY AND INTIMIDATION. 

We invite that portion of the British population 
whose fancy is just now taken captive by the idea of 
secret voting, to reflect quietly on the means which al- 
ready exist for the prevention of undue influence, before 
they finally make up their minds in favour of achange. The 
Summer Assizes of 1859 have been remarkable for impor- 
tant trials springing out of the previous elections,and if the 
public generally would stuly them with the smallest at- 
tention they would see that almost every rational safe- 

uard for freedom of voting is already provided by the 
Legisletare. The Act of 


rliament on which the re- 
cent indictment of three men at Liverpool was founded 
is comprehensive and explicit. Any threat of any loss or 
injury whatscever, to be inflicted in consequence of 
giving a particular vote, is now a misdemeanour ; and 
this clause of the Act was especially worded to meet the 
relations of landlord and tenant, and tradesman and 
customer. It seems clear by this statute, that if it could 
be brought home to a landlord that he had, either by him- 
self or his agents, employed any threat towards a tenant 
to induce him to votein a particular way, the [party so 
acting would be liable to an indictment. Of course it 
we Ais said that this is all very well, but that land- 
lo have no occasion to use any threats, and that 
the condition of his occupancy is perfectly understood 
by the tenant, who knows well enough what would 
be the result of a hostile vote without being verbally 
informed of it. ‘There is, of course, a considerable de- 
gree of truth in this view. [But the question is, whether 
the Ballot would make any difference to it. At present 
we , one man cannot go openly to another, and 
tell him that if he does not vote as he wishes he will 
turn him out of house and home.

Looking to the terms of the Commission, the question 
arises—Are they too restricted ? The inquiry is to be 
made “into the present state, condition, and sufficiency 
of the fortifications existing for the defence of the 
kingdom” with reference to the possibility “ of any hos- 
tile attack being made by foreign enemies both by 
“sea and land.” And, again, the Commissioners are 
directed “to offer such suggestions as may seem meet as 
(regard being had to the works completed and in 
progress, and to the ordinary number of our Royal 
Artillery voted by Parliament) will render the 
United Kingdom in a complete state of defence.” 
Now, as in the case of most other Commissions, its 
terms admit of a complete solution of the problem of 
the national defences, or of a very imperfect solution. 
The fortifications at present existing, however small, 
may be amply sufficient to repel 30,000 or 40,000 men, 
but utterly insufficient to repel 20,000 disciplined troops. 
The number of artillerymen may be amply sufficient 
to man one set"of forts, but utterly insufficient to man 
all the forts in the kingdom. The whole question 
really turns upon the danger which is supposed to 
threaten ; and the first thing to be determined is the 
extent and character of the attack which may be made 
on our shores. 

The first question, therefore. to which the Commis- 
sioners ought to apply themselves-is this—whether the 
country is really in any danger of an attack by land. It 
it true, or is it untrue, that the English flect will always, 
and under all circumstances, be able to give an account 
of the fleets of the Powers of Europe, either singly or in 
combination ? tis utterly impossible that the French 


should even for three days have the 
command of the Channel, or are the chances of 
any European Power making a _ hostile at- 
tack upon our fleet so remote that no pro- 


vision need be against it? ‘These questions are vital 
‘and lie at the root of the whole matter. If no attempt 
to attack the English fleet is ever to be made, or if vic- 
tory on our partis certain, then, of course, a landig on 
our shores ia impossible, the existing fortifications are 
not oaly sufficient. but useless, and not another farthing 
ought to be spent upon theni. If such be the opinion of 
the Commissioners, they ought at once to report their 
opinion, and recommend that not a single farthing more 
ought to be spent upon fortifying either Dover, or Ports- 
mouth, or Devonport. - 

But if the Conmissivaers feel reasonable doubts if to 
the certajn triumph ofthe British fleet, then it will be 
their duty to consider the possibility Of some foreign 
Power taking advantage of a merely momentary saperi- 
ority in the Channel to land an army og the English 
coast.

¢olonisation. It was a fact that all persons who went 
to America were imbued with the desire to go to the 
sunny side of the continent. “ Westward ho !” ga 
their cry and their motto, and it was that spirit which 
brought about the vast and rapid changes whieh took 
lace there. Thousands of acres were reclaimed eva} 
year, and the spot which was a forest last year is this 
year teeming with a busy population, acquiring property 
nd building towns and cities. The settlers in Canada 
ad the same feeling in this respect as the other 
Americans. They, too, looked out for the best land 
gid the best climate; but when they wen 
forward to tae West, they found themselves stopped by 
the Hudson’s Bay Company,’ whose trappers and hutitess 
said to them, “So far you may go, but no farther. This 
is our preserve ; you must not encroach upon it. Here 
is the place where the wild animals are bred—the musk 
rat, the lynx, the beaver, and all the other animals, 
large and small, from which we obtain furs. This i 
our monopoly”—for so, indeed, it was constituted by the 
very terms of their charter ; and thus the Anglo-Saxon 
was stopped in his progress, for the sake of maintaining 
a few wild animals. At length, however, these cot 
laints reached the Parliament, and a committee ofthe 
louse of Commons was formed, and directed to take 
evilence in respect to the company’s charter. ‘Thatcou 
mittee, after collecting a large amount of evidence, 
made several recommendations, and one of them was, 
that there ought to be a new colony p'ante! where Co- 
lumbia now is, as an outlet for the growth and in- 
fluence of English capital and industry, | do not 
mean to blame the Hudson’s Bay Company in 
thus acting according to the terms of their charter, for 
it was their interest to do so, and they had permission 
by their charter to act as they did; _I believe thatthe 
rule of the company has been beneficial, for by planting 
their trading stations throughout the country, and by 
keeping up a friendly intercourse with the Indians, they 
have been the pioneers of civilisation. But the evil af 
the company was, that when they got their mor opoly 
they stopped in that quarter the progress of mankind. 
‘This was the view of the committee, and therefore, 
though they recommended the renewal of the clutter, 
they suggested that the conditions should be altered. 
Last year Parliament acted upon the recommendation, 
and the new colony was formed. ‘The Government sen 
out picked officers for it, with police, engineers, 4

But see how 
dependent we are upon other nations for the main enance 
of it. We go to France and ask her permission to pass 
through her territory. France says, “ By all means we 
will give you permission; let English capital comein,” and 
so Marseilles becomes a flourishing seaport. We go to 
Austria to obtain a similar permission, and Trieste rises 
In the same way. We go to Turkey and ask per- 
mission to build a railway, and the Sultan is only too 
glad to grant it, knowing the advantages which he will 
derive from,it. In the same way we have become 
dependent upon Russia and Egypt for the purpose of ex- 
tending and supporting our Eastern commerce; but now 
the necessity for such dependence has eeascd, for the 
pathway to the East is now opened through our own ter- 
ritory. Let English capital, then, flow into Columbia, 
aud develope her resources, and let the emigration be di- 
rected to that quarter, instead of be ng directed to those 
inclement regions which are inimical tohuman life. His 
lordship, having reviewed at still greater length the nu- 
merous advantages which would arise from the coloni- 
sation of Columbia, passed to t e consideration of 
the character of the population at present in 
tnt district, and the necessity for providin 
them with proper religious instruction.

Surciy, when in every 
square there is a large school room, and with every 
regiment a sciwolmaster or acting-schoolmaster, it is 
bust to have the cluidren there, ani under their own in- 
siructor. Amother arrangement here about the officers’ 
children’s school is certainly objcctionable. At present 
it is quite. a kind of private tuition toa certain school- 
master, who oes about soliciting officers to send their 
children to this school. He selects two or three young 
schoolmasters for this se¢')ool, takes them trom their 
duties with their own © .idren, pos them what ho 
thinks fit (although he and ihey are puid by the public 
for other duties, which are supposed to be carried on at 
the same time), and pockets the overplus monthly. 
Should such an arrangement—to cail it by no sterner 
name—be allowed ?

sumers :—”" After the passing of this Act the only legal 
standard or unit of measure for the sale of gas by meter 
shall be the cubic foot, containing 62,3211b. avoirdupois 
weight of distilled or rain water, weighed in air at the 
tem ure of 62 degrees of Fabrenheit’s thermometc>? 
the r being at 30 inches; except asrelates to con— 
tracts made before the passing of this Act, by which a 
difference of unit measure is adopted, which contracts 
may not be renewed. ‘The models of measures are to be 
made and verified under the direction of the ‘I'reasury, 
and afterwards to be deposited in the office of the Con- 
troller-General of the Exchequer at Westminster, and 
copies of the same are to be sent to the 
Lord Mayor of London, the chief magistrates of Edin- 
burgh and Dublin, and to the chief magis- 
trates of such other cities and boroughs, and 
to such other places and persons in Her Majesty's 
dominions, as the Lord High ‘Treasurer of Her Majesty‘s 
Treasury may from time to time direct. ‘The number 
and sizes of the said models to be decided within nine 
months from the passing of this Act in England by order 
of general or quarter sessions, excepting in the case of 
boroughs where the order shall be made by the town 
council, and in Ircland by the town council or towa com- 
missioners of every borough or town (such town council 
or commissioners not being manufacturers or sellers of 
gas), and in Scotland by meetings of justices. ‘The same 
authorities are to have the appointment of inspectors ot 
meters, who are to be paid out of the county rate, and 
in boreughs out of any funds applicable for lighting 
purp ses; and, if no such fund, then out of the bo- 
rough fund (in the city of London out of the conso- 
lidated rate). Similar arrangements are made in the 
case of Ireland and Scotland. Inspectors are re- 
quired to furnish security, are subject to a fine not 
exceeding £5 for each breach of duty, and are prohibited 
from repsiri:: <, making, and selling meters of gas, and 
must hold n= .Jpoeintment of any kind in any gas com- 
pany. Justiccs of the peace and the town council in bo- 
roughs to detefimine and appoint on what days, at what 
ours, and at what places the inspectors shall attend with 
their measuring apparatus within their respective juris- 
dictions, A trifling fee to be charged for testing, &c., 
each meter—for meters of a small size it will be 6d.— 
such fee to be paid over to the treasurer of the county, 
or to such other person as shall be duly authorieed is 
those by whom he may have been appointed ; no meter 
shall be stamped which shall be found to register, or be 
capable, by the increase or decrease of water, or by any 
other contrivance practically prevented in good meters, 
to register quantities ,varying from the true standard 
measure of gas more than 2 per cent. in favour of the 
seller, or 3 per cent. in favour of the consumer. ‘I'he 
only exception to this which is permitted is, where two 
contracting parties enter into a written agreemeut to 
adopt a different kind of meter. At the request and 
expense of any buyer or seller of gas, it shall be lawful 
for any inspector, authorised in writing under the 
hand of any justice of the peace in England 
or Ireland, or of any sheriff. justice or 
magistrate in Scotland, at all seasonable times to enter 
any building, yard, or other place where any meter, whe- 
or unstamped, is fixed, and to examine and 
test, and to remove the same. Before this 
can be done, however, it is necessary chat the other 
party to the contract should have previously received 24 
hours’ notice in writing of such intention, In case of a 
disputed decision of inspectors, the point to be referred 
to two inspectors of adjoining districts. Persons ag- 
grieved may appeal to quarter sessions. After the 
expiration of 12 months from the passing of this Act no 
gas meter shall be fixed for use but what has been duly 
tested and stamped outside in legible letters or figures 
by an inspector of meters under the provisions of this 
Act, and every purchaser and seller of gas may at any

BRIBERY AND INTIMIDATION. 

We invite that portion of the British population 
whose fancy is just now taken captive by the idea of 
secret voting, to reflect quietly on the means which al: 
ready exist for the prevention of undue influence, before 
they finally make up their mindsin favourof achange. ‘The 
Summer Assizes of 1859 have been remarkable for impor« 
tant trials springing out of the previous elections,and if the 
public generally would study them with the smallest at- 
tention they wouldsee that almost every rational safe- 
uard for freedom of voting is already provided by the 
islature. The Act of Parliament on which the re- 
cent indictment of three men at Liverpool was founded 
is comprehensive and explicit. Any threat of any loss or 
injury whatscever, to be inflicted in consequence of 
giving a particular vote, is now a misdemeanour ; and 
this clause of the Act was especially worded to meet the 
relations of landlord and tenant, and tradesman and 
customer. It seems clear by this statute, that if it could 
be brought home to a landlord that he had, either by him- 
self or his agents, employed any threat towards a tenant 
to induce him to vote in a particular way, the [party so 
acting would be liable to an indictment. Of course it 
may be said that this is all very well, but that land- 
lords have no occasion to use any threats, and that 
the condition of his occupancy is perfectly understood 
by the tenant, who knows well enough what would 
be the result of a hostile vote without being verbally 
informed of it. There is, of course, a considerable de- 
gree of truth in this view. [But the question is, whether 
the Ballot would make any difference to it. At present 
we apprehend, one man cannot go openly to another, and 
tell him that if he does not vote as he wishes he will 
turn him out of house and home. And could the Ballot 
do any more? We have always maintained that it 
wuld eet gain the end proposed, and would merely lead 
toa more obj e manner of exercising the influenve 
complained of It would destroy the shadow and leave 
the substance; and leave it in an aggravated form.

'Ing SCHOOLS at THE Curnacu Came.—"“ A few words 
from you,” writes a correspondent at the camp, “ have 
often a very desirable effect in rectifsing abuses tliat 
creep now anid then into the service.

this camp in one of the regimental schools here for daily 

‘Thedisadtautazes of such an arran;e vent 
are many. Young children cinnot well come such a long 

distance to schoul, and the 1 when they aie cas m> ect» 

gether the place is so overcrowded (the school being no 

larger than the twenty other school-roons in thecamp), 
that itis highly pre udicial to order and the proper de- 

livery of instr action. Many complaints from parents 

and commanding officers have been made on this ma‘ ter, 
but hitherto without effect. Surely, when in every 
square there is a large school room, and with evury 
regiment a schoolmaster or acting-schoolmaster, it is 
bust to have the children there, an under their own in- 
s'ructor. Another arrangement here about the offi-ers’ 
children's school is certainly objectionable. At present 
it is quite a kind of private tuition to 4 certain school- 
master, who coes about soliciting officers to send their 
children to this school. He selects two or three young 
schoolmasters for this sachool, takes them trom their 
duties with their own ehildren, paws them what he 
thinks fit (although he and they nre puui by the public 
for other duties, which are supposed to be earricd on at 
the same time), and s the overplus monthly.

THE LIFE OF GARIBALDI. 

The editor of these memvirs of General Garibaldi is an 
American gentleman, Mr. Theodore Dwight, who formed 
Garibaldi’s acquaintance when the commander of the 
Roman Republic sought a refuge in New York, after the 
catastrophe of 1849. Mr. Dwight has the profoundest ad- 
miration and respect for his illustrious friend, and he has 
exhibited the singular moderation of obtruding himself 
as little as possible on the reader. The bulk of the book 
consists of an autobiography in which General Garibaldi 
carries the memoirs of his life down to the period when 
he landed in Italy to take part in the Revolution of 1848. 
This is followed by a series of slight sketches, in which 
Garibaldi commemorates the career and services of his 
chief companions in arms. At the end of the work, 
Mr. Dwight has addeda translation of official documents 
published by the civil and military authorities of 
the Roman Republic, serving to show what 
were the chief successes and reverses that befell 
Garibaldi while General of the Republic. There is no- 
thing directly from the pen of Mr. Dwight, except a 
few pages relating to Garibaldi’s residence at New 
York. The consequence is, that although this volume 
does not give us the life of General Garibaldi, but 
merely materials for a life, yet the materials given are 


thor chlvw t worthy Muah ia Taft weemtald «rhinh wen 
should wish fotnow. In writing his memoirs, Gari- 


baldi naturally assumed that much was known of which 
English readers are totally ignorant, and there are great 
gaps in his life which are passed over in silence. But 
this volume makes us understand something which it is 
much more important to understand than what Gari- 
baldi has done. It reveals very plainly what sort of a 
man Garibaldiis. After reading it, we feel that we have 
become acquainted with a man of very high and noble 
character, and of very remarkuble gifts. This is very 
much the most valuable result of biography, and Mr. 
Dwight ought to have the credit of having known how 
to accomplish it. 

Garibaldi was the son ofa sailor of Nice, and his father 
was too poor to afford him any regular education; but he 
was blest with a mother whogave him the practical edu- 
cation that flows from the example of living piety, sense 
and honour. The lad made his first voyage at an early 
age; and his second voyage, which was to Rome, inspired 
him, although then an untaught boy, with a feeling of 
devotion to Italy, and a pride in her past, which affected 
his whole after llfe. On a voyage to Taganrog, in 
Russia, the conversation of a young Ligurian initiated 


' him into the plans and secrets of the Italian patriots; and 


he so speedily mixed himself up with the Revolutionary 
party on his return, that,in 1834, he had to quit Genoa 
in disguise, and a few days afterwards saw his name 
for the first time in a newspaper. He had 
_ been sentenced to death. He made his way to South 
America, and stayed there until 1848. During these 
fourteen years he went through almost every peril that 
can cross the lot ofa poor adventurer. He was wrecked 
by sea, and had to fight almost daily for his life on land. 
He engaged in the service of different petty States, then 
occupied in the endless conflicts which plunged the dis- 
cordant fragments of the Spanish Am n empire into 
such horrible calamities. In taking a part in these 
sanguinary broils, he seems to have had two leading ob- 
jects besides the natural desire to get bread. He wished 
to help every State and every party in a State that called 
itself Republican ; and he also wished to form a band 
of Italian veterans accustomed to -every vicissitude 
of war, and ready to obey his when a 
chance should offer itself for engaging in a struggle for 
the emancipation of Italy. The point of training to which 
he carried his Italian legion was as high, probably, as 
has ever been reached by theleader of so small a band. 
He and his comrades may be described as ing year 
after year in fighting against enormous and under 
every kind of difficulty, with occasional gleams of suc- 
cess, which, however nobly won, seemed to have served 
no useful purpose whatever. Until the short cam 
of the present year Garibaldi has never known t 
pleasure of fighting on the winning side. At no period 
of his life described in this volume has he had any share 
in the comforts of the world. But ill-luck and incessant 
hardships appear to have become matters of perfect 
indifference to him. He has always been sustained by 
one intense purpose of life. He has looked on - 
thing that has happened to him as a means by which he 
_ ht age endings fitted to aid his ee

earthly supports—that of nice nn cause. He 
always hoped that he might liveto aid in setting Italy 
free---or, if this was not to be, that, at least, he might 
live to teach others to do what he was not spared 
to do himself.

there couid have been more than two or three women in 

the world so fitted to be the wife of a captain of free 
lances. Almost immediately after her marriage she 
sailed with husband, and, to use his words, “her 
public career commenced with the invasion of Rio 
Grande.” ‘Two or three small vessels under Garibaldi’s 
command were attacked by a much superior force. The 
men wished to land, but the presence and the voice of 
Anna secured them to their posts. She chose and dis- 
tributed the boarding weapons, took charge of the cannon, 
and fired the first shot. What a honeymoon, and what 
a bride! Shortly afterwards she took part ina land en- 
gagement, and was surrounded by a party of the 
enemy. ‘“ She spurred her horse, and came 
out from the midst of them only with a ball through 
her hat, which cut her hair. Unfortunately, her horse 

was shot, and she was made prisoner, but afterwards 
escaped, having managed to obtain another horse. She 
galloped for milesin a tempestuous night, over rocky 
ground, by the aid of flashes of lightning, and reached a 
river five hundred paces in breadth. Dismounting, she 
seized fast hold of the tail of her horse, and encouraging 
him with her voice, made him swim over the stream. 
dragging her with him. Other incidents of her history, 
scarcely less singular, are narrated by her husband. She 
accompanied him through all his wanderings, until at 
last she sank under the constant drain on her strength, 
She broke down as she was sharing his flight from Rome, 
and Garibaldi had the sad satisfaction of burying his be- 
loved companion in Italian soil. But he tells us that he 
cannot avoid something like remorse when he remembers 
how far from home, and through what wearying strug- 
gles he led her. “I felt most deeply self-reproach,” he 
says, “ when, at the mouth of the Po, having landed in 
our‘retreat from an Austrian squadron, while still hoping 
to restore hcr to life, on taking her pulse I found her a 
corpse, and sang the hymn of despair. I prayed for for- 
giveness, for I thought of the sin of taking her from 
herhome.”— Saturday Ieview. 


VENETIA. 

A number of distinguished Venetians, some of them 
members of the Republican Government or the Repub- 
lican Assembly of 1848, have sent to the representatives 
of the European Powers a long address, in the course of 
which they say :— 

“Two hundred thousand soldiers are encamped on the 
soil of Venetia; the conduct of the Austrian Govern- 
ment has not changed since the conclusion of peace. To 
the manifestation: of sorrow of the citizens at an un- 
exampled disappointment — manifestations which the 
most severe Government ought to haye considered ex- 
cusable, and which an enemy the least acquainted with 
noble sentiments and with the intoxication of victories 
would have regarded as an additional charm in unhoped- 
for success—the functionaries of Austria in Venice on 
the 17th of July responded by menaces which were at 
once puerile and cruel. We mention another fact:— 
In the prisons of Josephstadt are inhabitants of Venetia, 
peaceable men, dear to the nation by their talents and 
their character, who have been arrested without trial, as 
a simple measure of precaution, and with the official 
remark that, though it was true they had not disturbed 
order, it was possible that they would disturb it, and 
that consequently their imprisonment was useful to 
themselves and desirable to those who loved them. Was 
it not right to expect that after the peace of Villafranca 
these men would be restored to their afflicted families? 
But they are still in prison.” 

The address concludes as follows:— 

“In fact, Austria cannot govern Italy. Evenan Aus- 
trian Prince, alone and without foreigners around him, 
would be de trop, and his presence would not only awaken 
painful reminiscences, but would create dangers for the 
Austrian empire, for the dignity of France, and for the 
tranquillity of Europe. The hopes solemnly given to

“free.” It is for the State to resist steadfastly any 
such demand. It does not interfere even with the 
freedom of either party to coerce, nor does it mean to 
do so. But when it is asked, against its own better 
judgment, and its strong sense of duty, to give them 
aids and appliances to make that coercion effectual 
against itself, it is its solemn duty to resist, and if 
ignorance be the consequence, to let the blame of that 
ignorance rest on its authors. 


THE CONVICT SMETHURST. 

The statement which appeared in the evening papers 
of Friday, that a respite had been sent to stay the exe- 
cution of Dr. Thomas Smethurst, was entirely unau- 
thorised and unfounded. It is not unlikely that such a 
course may be found necessary from the voluminous 
nature of the documents connected with the case, and 
the numerous applications that have to beconsidered by 
the Secretary of State. But there has not yet been 
time for the discussion of a respite even—still lessfor a 
final judgment upon the case. The report of the learned 
judge who tried the case has not been yet received. 
The Secretary of State has given the fullest consider- 


iv to every dowuuncut and to cveiy applicetivu. BUt 
it is likely that longer time may be required than the 
day fixed for execution, Tuesday, September the 6th. In 
default of the judge not naming a day, the time is fixed 
by the sheriff, and is appointed according to the custom 
of the locality, but not sooner than a fortnight from the 
termination of the trial.— Observer. 


STRIKE OF THE WORKMEN AT THE CRYSTAL 
PALACE. 

The “ masters” at the Crystal Palace must now be 
added to the list of those employers of labour who are 
on bad terms with their workmen. . Ever since the com- 
pletion of the Crystal Palace there has been a perma- 
ment staff of workmen kept constantly employed in re- 
pairs, and the execution of various works at the palace. 
There is the glass roof which always requires looking 
to ; there are repairs constantly wanted for the iron 
work and pipes of the building ; the machinery, renew- 
als of the flooring, the painting, and such new work as 
the orchestra, concert rocms, and other matters. Some 
idea of the extent of the works may be judged frum the 
fact thata short time since it was stated upon high 
authority, that as much as 50,000/. was necessary to be 
expended to put the building in a substantial state of 
repair. Between 300 and 400 men were therefore con- 
tinually employed for these purposes. The men who 
were in the company’s service were among the most 
skilful of this class ; they were, for the most part, the 
same who had been employed at the Exhibition building in 
Hyde Park in 1851, and more recently in the erection of 
the Crystal Palace itself, and have been since that time 
in the employ of the company. Some timeago it was 
considered necessary by a large portion of the share- 
holders that what was called “ new blood” should be in- 
fused into the direction, anda considerable infusion of 
that material accordingly took place. The more prumi- 
nent members of a committee of inquiry, who could find 
nothing to report against the previous conduct of the 
directors, were elected, and they forthwith proceeded to 
carry out their promises of making the concern commer-

We know not 
whether Sir Cresswell Cresswell is among the distin- 
guished visiters at Ramsgate, but if he is perhaps it may 
come across his far-seeing mind that the business of his 
court is not for any length of time likely to fall off. Old 
staid solicitors, who in their offices are grim and severe, 
are on the sands the “gayest of the gay.” Portly 
merchants seem to forget their consignments, and to be 
carried away by the charms of the moment. But those 
who make the most pretensions are they who, with the 
exception of one week in the year, may be seen behind 
counters in the metropolis, or else in small counting 
houses. These persons are in great numbers at Rams- 
gate, which is theretore full to overflowing. Apartments 
command enormous prices. Rooms, that at any other 
season would not fetch ten shillings a week, are eagerly 
caught up for two guineas and a half. Hundreds of 


visiters are obliged to leave, unable to find a place 
wherelu to lay their heads. For inotauce, no less than 


twelve hundred persons arrived in the town on Saturday 
week, all wanting beds or ap:rtments, which could not 
be had for love or money. Many went on to Deal, to 
Margate, or to Broadstairs ; but it was no use to make 
the experiment, as the places were already filled to over- 
flowing. Some went to Dover, and others returned by 
the last train to London. Should this fine hot weather 
last, it is in contemplation, as was the case on two former 
occasions, to bring the bathing machines into requisition. 
The inhabitants of the Kentish watering-places are, of 
course, in raptures, and think they can never charge 
enough. Considerable allowance, however, must be 
made for them, as it isonly by the season they are en- 
abled to meet the expenses of the current year.---The 
Observer. 


POULTRY SHOW AT THE CRYSTAL PALACE, 

The summer poultry show, which opened to the public 
at the Crystal Palace on yesterday, is one which pos- 
sesses features of unusual attraction to all persons who 
pay any attention to, or feel any interest in, the breeding 
and rearing of poultry. Every year these shows become 
more valuable, and afford additional evidence of the in- 
creased attention which is paid to this subject. The 
absurd mania for high-priced Cochin-Chinas has, it is 
true, passed away, and no popular favourites have yet 
taken their place in pablic estimation ; but instead of 
being the hobby of a few wealthy persons, the various 
breeds of domestic fowl now occupy the time and atten- 
tion of the humble cottager not less than of the titled 
land-owner. The wonder is, that for some ycars past the 
number of fowls reared in the country has not been more 
numerous among the rural cottagers, considering how 
small is the cost of keeping them, and how large is the 
demand which exists for eggs and poultry. The number 
of eggs which we import annually is more than equal to 
the number of pounds of the national debt, and yet there 
is not a cottage nor a common which might not contri- 
bute towards reducing this large amount of cbligation 
under which we stand to foreign countries. Harriet 


some interesting details founded’ on her experience in 
the ra'sing of poultry :—“It is understood,” she writes, 
“that the keeping of poultry is largely on the increasein 
the country gencrally. The pursuit is an excellent one, 
and everybody rejoices at the growth of such an interest, 
but the labourer and his family are not benefited by 
it as a steady resource aa they might be by a constant 
succession of common-plaee eggs and chickens to be sold 
in the next town. As for any farmer who grows grain, 
and has a homefield and a barn, he must be badly off for 
wife or daughter if he cannot depend on his poultry for 
a respectable amount of snnual profit.”

‘We write in favour of 


modesty, indeed, that would shut our mouths or stop 

our pens, because by uttering the honest truth we might 

promote what may be regarded as our own, or a local, 

interest. It is at least excusable, if not much more, to 

advocate a general good, which happens to include our 

own ; but we admit our liability to censure if we ad- 

vocated a particular course, fraught with danger and 

death, simply to prevent good from reaching a near 

neighbour. And if, as there is too much reason for 

supposing, there be persons who would risk their own 

property and the precious lives of others, rather than 

that their neighbours should have any share in the profit 

or the honour of promoting their safety, surely we may, 
without any gross breach of modesty, be allowed to ad- 
vocate the interests of our neighbours in a way 
which may redound to our own advantage. We do not 

say that the words, “ No Irish need apply,” have, in the 

case of the Great Eastern, been extended to Irish ports ; 
but when a deaf ear is turned, by the directors of that 
vessel, to every appeal that is made them, to start her 
where every one knows her safety lies “we do not think 
we are guilty of any very wide departure from the dic- 
tates of charity, if we go the length of intimating that 
we are not unprepared to detect the localism or the 
provincialism on the imperial side of the Channel. We 
may be ‘‘ provincial” in our way, and very narrow in 
our views, but we do not certainly carry our antipathies 
so far as to refuse a benefit for no other reason than 
that our availing ourselves of it might be productive of 
good to a “ provincial” neighbour. 

Among other good objects which we comtemplate, we 
desire to cherish the best feelings between the people of 
this country and those of the sister kingdoms. Webe- 
lieve that there is nothing so likely to produce this good- 
will as both entering cheerfully, openly, and honestly 
into any enterprise such as the present, and promoting it 
for the common good. on the solid basis of mutual advan- 
tage; and just as certainly, when a case like this occurs, 
in which every one sees that mutual help is at once re- 
quired and available the person who for mere old fashioned 
pride or prejudice, refuses the §proffered hand of good- 
will, confidence, and help, is guilty of a barbarous blun- 
der, and of a breach of the highest law. 

With these views we shall not, surely, be charged 
with giving too great prominence to the question of 
feeling, to.which werefer merely to show the direction in 
which the good and the bad feelings run, and that we 
have some idea of the length to which we are justified 
in carrying our advocacy of a fair start for the great 
ship, which forms one of the leading topics of public 
interest. 

Where there is no argument on the opposite side, it is 
difficult to argue. We have all the facts, all the argu- 
ments, and all the justice on the side on which we write. 
The Times, which no one will accuse of partiality to- 
wards anything Irish, has in one sentence settled the 
whole question. When the ill-fated Pomona, with her 
priceless freight of human beings, was sacrificed to the 
angry element which rules in the Channel, and was a 
topic of paintul interest to every right-minded man, the 
Times gave utterance to a truth which, forcible and ap- 
plicable though it was after asad catastrophe, becomes 
of vastly increased force and obligation when uttered to 
avert a still greater calamity of the same kind. ‘The 
words to which we refer deserve to be branded on the 
bows of every British ship, posted up in every shipping- 
office in the United Kingdom, and at the present moment 
to be written on the wall of the council chamber of the 
directors of the Great Eastern, in characters as striking 
and impressive as those which intimated the true cha- 
racter of the Babylonian monarch, and portended the 
end of his dominion. ‘Thus thundered the 7imes, not 
four months ago,and the orcle is still more applicable 
to-day :—“ The chief perils of the voyage are found in the 
intricacies of British waters. Twenty-four hours in the St. 
George’s Channel are more dangerous than twice as many 
days in the Atlantic Ocean.” And yet, to these fifty-fold 
avoidable dangers, the directors seem, so far, determined 
to expose the property of their constituents and the lives 
of their passengers, rather than listen to the voice of 
reason from Ireland, or the voice of warning even from 
Printing-house-square ; and that, too, whilst a safe start- 
ing point is placed at their disposal, and a liberal offer 
made to charter her from them. It appears that Mr. 
Lever has, since we last wrote on the subject, increased 
the amount of his previous offer, supported by the offer 
of a subsidy of £5,000 from the Midland Great Western 
Railway Company, but that, ifthe directors did not say 
é no Irish need apply,” the effect was all the same. 

Let us hope, however, that good-feeling and common 
sense have sufficient power in the latter half of the nine- 
teenth century to avert the consequences of such folly, 
by preventing a persistence in a course so much at va- 
riance with those principles which varied and painful ex- 
perience should have long ere this time of day engraved 
upon our hearts. Already, it appears by some corres- 
pondence in the London and country press, some 
of the gentlemen whose money is invested in the Great 
Eastern, and whose voice gives power to the directors, 
are in favour of an Irish port. Let these gentlemen 
do their duty in the matter, and, supported by all the 
arguments which right supplies, and backed by the 
voice, not only of the Irish press, but now by several of 
the leading English journals, before the vessel herself 
has got out of the hands of the artificers, the directors 
may be brought to recognise the duty they owe to 
those whose property they seem at present determined 
to expose to all the dangers of the Channel, and 
what they will not yield to reason they may find 
expedient to concede to the ‘determined demand of the 

ublic. 

: Again, we say, we enter not into the really local ques- 
tions between the different Irish ports. We may have 
our choice between them. All we have to say is, that 
we have several ports, and any one of them is, ac- 
cording to the Times itself, to be preferred fifty times 
over to Holyhead, which is now mentioned as the port 
from which the Great Eastern isto hail. Cork has its 
claims; the Shannon has peculiar recommendations; and 
Galway has, at last, established a claim which cannot 
well be disregarded: and, with so many eligible ports 
looking right out upon the open ocean, each courting the 
favour of the Great Eastern, there need be very little 
hesitation in pronouncing the most severe sentence upon 
the directors if they persist in their hardihood.—Agricul-
